BOYNE CITY - A law- 
suit against Boyne City Pub- 
lic Schools and its Board of 
Education was filed in cir- 
cuit court by representatives 
of para-professional school 
employees. The case seeks 
health benefits the employ- 
ees allege the school district 
agreed to provide. 

The Boyne City Educa- 
tional Support Staff Asso- 
ciation, MEA/NEA, filed its 
complaint with the 
Charlevoix County 33rd 
Circuit Court on March 26. 
The school district has not 
yet filed an answer to the 
complaint with the court. It 
has until the middle of April 
to do so. 


The Boyne City Educa- 
tional Support Staff Asso- 
ciation, MEA/NEA is an 

incorporated labor organi- 
zation and is a bargaining 
representative. 

It represents a bargaining 
unit and brings the lawsuit 
on its behalf and on behalf 
of its members. 

The Association alleges 
that the Title I para-profes- 
sionals, who assist teachers, 
are entitled to health ben- 
efits pursuant to a 2004 
three-year collective bar- 
gaining agreement with the 
Boyne City Public Schools. 
The eight para-professionals 
are Jan Stephenson, Betsy 
Olund, Frances Cribb, Lauri 
Hardy, Gail Howie, Sharon 
Wilson, Lori Mapes and 
Chery!

The group states in its 
Complaint that then supt., 
Jim Cooper, “committed to 
plaintiff association negotia- 
tors that hours would not be 
reduced to avoid qualifica- 
tion for benefits under the 
contract.”

Water Street developers 
have applied for a permit to 
construct a new marina, and 
a public hearing is set for 7 
p.m., Wednesday, April 18 
at city hall in Boyne City. 
The developers seek a per- 
mit from the Michigan De- 
partment of 

Environmental Quality. 
The hearing is an opportu- 
nity for the community to 
give opinions and discuss 
the developers’ plans with 
MDEQ representatives. 
Marina permits are required 
by the state of Michigan. 

The developers, Jerry 
Rutter of Elk Rapids, and 
Greg Krueger of One Wa- 
ter Street Investments, LLC 
in St. Clair Shores, propose 
to replace the existing ma- 
rina to provide additional 
dockage, including 379- 
feet of broadside dockage. 
The proposed marina con- 
struction will consist of 
floating head piers and 
floating breakwalls, each 
with finger piers that will 
accommodate 24 slips, in 
addition to the broadside 
dockage. The project’s di- 
mensions are 704-feet in 
length and 165-feet in 
width. 

According to the develop- 
ers’ application filed with 
the MDEQ, the department 
denied dredging at the site. 
Krueger wrote on the appli- 
cation dredging could have 
minimized the outward pro- 
jection of the marina into 
Lake Charlevoix. The cur- 
rent design was dictated by 
available shore frontage and 
storm wave exposure, 
Krueger said..

Some area residents ob- 
ject to the 704-foot dock 
length.

Resident Sue Hobbs said 
the city has not required the 
One Water Street develop- 
ment to allow adequate 
parking. 

“People (from One Water 
Street) are going to park 
downtown in front of our 
retail stores. Condo resi- 
dents will have family and 
friends visit. Boaters will 
have visitors. Those guests 
will park downtown. It’s 
going to kill our down- 
town,” Hobbs said. 

Steve Anderson, who 
owns Boyne Country Books 
with his wife, Kathy, had the 
same concern. 

“My customers already 
have a time parking to get 
to my store,” he said. “You 
are giving our customers’ 


parking spaces away so 
condo owners and their ma- 
rina will get the spaces.” 

Boyne City Police Chief 
Randy Howard spoke of a 
parking study conducted by 
the department about eight 
years ago. 

“We looked at on-street 
parking and off-street park- 
ing. We went to the busi- 
nesses with a questionnaire 
form and asked about the 
number of employees and 
where they parked. About 
30 percent parked where the 
public should park. I think 
the parking situation is 
something everybody is go- 
ing to have to work at. Busi- 
nesses should have employ- 
ees park elsewhere,” 
Howard said. 

Resident Penny Hardy 


spoke about the parking ex- 


emption given to the devel- 
opers as only one of the ex- 
emptions the city allowed. 

“I’m baffled, why is it 
you have such good zoning 
in effect and have taken all 
this time to come up with 
all the plans - why do you 
let One Water Street have 
exemption after exemp- 
tion?” she said. “Let them 
go back to their plans and 
use their property for more 
parking. 

“It isn’t just one develop- 
ment,” Hardy said. “It’s the 
citizens who have been here 
year after year. It’s business 
owners who stay through 
thick and thin. Don’t keep 
watering down your own 
rules, uphold them, that’s all 
we're asking.”

To the editor: 
am Writing to you because I * 
am appalled at what is happen- 
ing in my neighborhood. 

A few weeks ago I was told 
about MDC’s (Manthei) plans to 
start a sand mining operation on 
Ellsworth Road. I live two miles 
west of East Jordan, and in that 
two miles there are two sand 
mining operations. They are both 
eyesores in our community. 
There is also a third one about a 
mile to the west of my road on 
the same Ellsworth Road. I live 
less than 1/4 of a mile from the 
proposed mining operation and 
also have a farm with livestock 
at my home. I have six primary 
concerns I would like to address. 

1. Traffic - The proposed min- 
ing site lies between two big 
hills on Ellsworth Road. Any 
cars coming over either hill 
would have to slam on_ their

The baseball game was postponed, due to 
snow — a phrase rarely heard anywhere else on 
Earth. So the first availability to see the defend- 
ing American League Champions, was negated 
due to snow, no matter how much the players 
make. 

But what about the athletes that don’t get 
paid? They are more likely to be competing, 
taking the chances of injury, others may not. 

In a report by Suburban Hospitals, injuries 
and incidents during cold weather, can be just as 
harmful as ones caused during summer months. 
In fact, in some cases, it’s worse. 

The highest number of incidents are caused by 
frostbite, dehydration and hypothermia. 

Doctors say any part of the body that is 
directly exposed to cold and wind can suffer 
frostbite. They suggest athletes wear layers of 
clothing and check often to see if they need to 
warm up. When gloves, hat or shoes become 
wet, they need to be removed quickly and warm 
the area. The study warns cases of frostbite have 
led to amputation. 

Hypothermia, when the human body tempera- 
ture drops below 96 degrees, should be treated 
with an immediate trip to the emergency room. 
Doctors warm if an athlete has slurred speech, 
dizziness or difficulty walking; precaution 
should immediately be taken. 

The most overlooked aspect of danger to the 
athletes is dehydration, according to those in the 
study. They say too many people assume that 
cold weather, means less sweating. Absolutely 
untrue. 

Athletes easily become dehydrated in the cold 
weather. In fact, they say if you can see your 
breath, it means you are losing water from your 
body. Plenty of water should be available. 

Most of all, doctors and trainers alike say 
stretching and warm-ups are absolutely crucial 
to avoid several cold weather injuries. Even 
more in cold weather, it’s important to stretch 
out, while wearing hat and gloves. 

Go out and play youngsters, you evidently can 
handle the cold better than professional athletes.
